Two ounces of wheat bread per day established as 

part of the Japanese home diet menu would absorb all the 
' furplus Canadian wheat fur centuries to come. 

Two ounces of wheat bread per day established as part 
of the Chinese home diet menu would absorb all the surplus 
wheat of the world for centuries to come. 

The Japanese, cfficially and unofficially would welcome 
this addition to the national diet, on any fair terms of 
international exchange of commerce with Canada; not free 
trade, but oh any fair exchange of commodities based on 
& reasonable tariff. 

About the first week in May of this year a buyer from 
Japan came to Western Canada in the course of a business 
trip. He had with him a list of Japanese goods which he 
wanted to offer for sale so as to establish a buying credit 
with the sale price. An estimate, prepared by Customs 
Brokers, showed that in bringing this list of goods into 
Canada the customs charges and dues for duties, dump 

) duty and depreciated money charges, would amount to 
, one hundred and eighty per cent. None of the goods came 
into competition with any producers of Canada. 


ONLY TOO APPARENT 

It is only too apparent that the primary producing 
industries of Canada cannot survive under any such fiscal 
abnormality; the produce must pile up unsold. Then by 
way of alibi and darkening of the truth our ears are 
assailed with a babel of wise utterances ahout world sur- 
pluses, over-production, and necessity for acreage limita- 
tions. All mysterious and all mythical. What we need is 
honesty in the adjustment of our international commercial 
relations. Instead of costing anything, it will be immensely 
profitable; and the restored purchasing power of the 
Canadian producers, will bring back not only normal but 
increased business to the Canadian manufacturers. 

In China there are upwards of two hundred million 
people who are always hungry. They would be only too 
glad to eat up all the wheat grown in Canada, once a basis 
of interchange of non-competitive products on fair terms 
could be arranged. 


BLINDNESS IS KNOWN 
The blindness of those in charge of Canada’s foreign 
commercial relations, 1s continually throwing away the 
rich Oriental trade, so that it is diverted to the United 
States and to the countries of the south; and in exchange 
for this trade, available to Canada on terms of fair ex- 
change, not involving free trade by any means, Canadian 
producers are expected to believe in the wheat surplus 
myth and in the doctrine that the national necessity for 
the fullest possible measure of primary production must be 
sacrificed to the building up of small secondary industries. 
The secondary industries themselves would have great- 
er and more profitable growth by the expansion of buying 
power among the primary producers of the home area; and 
the railways would be great profit-earning national assets. 
The World Economic Conference is an organized effort 
to overcome the economic truth that the financial resourc- 
es of a nation are based on the average earning power of 
all classes of its workers and that an underpaid class of 
workers is a nationai liability. 


IS WASTE OF TIME 
Primary producers, whether wheatgrowers or fish- 
catchers, who cannot sell their products become an under- 
paid class of workers and a national liability without 
purchasing power. This condition, which exists in Canada 
today, is due in greatest measure to the arbitrary shutting 
off of the interchange of commerce with the Orient, and 
in next measure to the tariff war with the United States. 
Therefore our taking part in the World Conference is 
a waste of time; our commercial salvation must be worked 
out at home by re-establishing the commerce we have 
thrown away by depreciating silver, shutting out our pri- 
mary producers from the markets of the Orient, and 
jumping into tariff wars under the mistaken belief that 
secondary industries can be profitable while at the same 
time primary industries are losing. This can never be true 
over any substantial number of months; and the result 
1s panic and depression. . 
There is no wheat surplus; there is no primary product 
surplus; except under abnormal commercial conditions 
intentionally created by governmental measures. The story 
about world surplus is a myth, in a world where hundreds 
of millions are calling for food.

And they may 
discuss the re-establishment of silver as a 
money metal—provided they do not under- 
take to say what shall be the relation of 
the money of one country to that of an- 
other or the relation of any money to gold 
or silver 

A good many international conferences 
have failed of their objective in the last 
fifteen years. It is doubtful if any of them 
ever petered out to so inglorious a finish 
as this most-heralded of all. The confer- 
ence that was to “save civilisation” has 
been wrecked, by whom and for what pur- 
pose do not matter for the moment. And 
the conditions under which it was wrecked 
give little promise of a happier outcome 
should it be re-assembled a few months 
hence. 

Something more than a_ moderate 
amount of optimism is needed in the cir- 
cumstances to detect a prospect of general 
recovery through international action. The 
break-down of the conference leaves the 
nations free, if they choose, to continue 
the aggressive nationalistic policies that 
brought the world into depression and 
have blocked the proposal to clear away 
the impassable barriers to trade. ;
